John: 

1. I have given considerable thought to your memorandum of 
5 September 1978 concerning the request to approve the use of 
official transportation between your place of residence and your 
office. In arriving at a decision, I have given careful weight 
to several counterbalancing factors. 

2. The historical position of the Agency through the years has 
been that only the two Presidential appointees are entitled on a 
continuing basis to the type of transportation that is here involved. 
While I admit to the expediency involved to accomplish one's I 
responsibilities if the transportation is available, I also have to 
acknowledge the position of others who could put forward the same 
argumentation. Regardless of the interpretation of the law, it then 
becomes a matter of policy. It would take a Solomon-like judgment, 
and resources we do not possess, to be fair and equitable to all who 
espouse the same need. 

3. I would suggest for consideration a reasonable alternative. 

I suspect it is true to say that the need to transport material home 
for reading, both at home and in the Government vehicle, is not of 
equal importance every day. I would have no difficulty with infrequent 
use to meet the necessitous demands of unusually busy periods for the 
use of the transportation. This, obviously, is a judgment call and I 
would leave it to your reason to observe the spirit of the suggestion.

1. The referenced OGC opinion has established that home- to- work 
transportation in official Government vehicles may be permitted under 
the authorities contained in Section 8(a) of the CIA Act of 1949, as 
amended. 

2. Home- to- work transportation by Government vehicle with a cleared 
driver is essential to enable me to perform my duties effectively. The 
volume of paperwork regarding NFIP budget matters and Community resource 
allocation makes it necessary for me to carry a briefcase of reading 
material, most of which is highly classified, home each evening. (Appro- 
priate security measures have, of course, been taken to properly protect 
this material while at my residence.) This material must be taken with 
me from my hone in Northwest Washington to CIA Headquarters and from 
there to the Intelligence Community Staff building at 1724 F Street, N.W. , 
or directly to F Street almost daily. V7ithout this transportation, it 
would be necessary for Agency couriers to pick up and' deliver classified 
materials to and from my heme and offices, in effect tracing my own travel 
pattern, yet greatly reducing my personal efficiency.

3. Accordingly, pursuant to the provisions of HR I request 

that you concur in the provision of transportation by GweSnt vehicle 
which I have been assigned in order that I may continue to carry classified 
material from my offices to place of residence.
